The McGill debatlns team of 
George Annett and John -Rowe last 
night won a two to one decision 
over the Toronto team of Shirley 
MacQueen and Telford Georges at 
Moyse Hall. The topic was "Re- 
solved that this house favor unre- 
stricted European immigration to 
Canada for the next 10 years." Mc- 
Gill defended the affirmative side. 

The Chairman, Professor John 
Humphrey of the Faculty of Law 
and Honorary President of the Mc- 
Gill debating Union, introduced the 
three Judges, and spolie of the ef- 
forts to create enthusiasm for de- 
bating. He also commented on the 
size of the audience which num- 
bered about 20 persons. 
ANNETT GIVES INTRODUCTION 

George Annett introduced the To- 
ronto representatives and expressed 
pleasure at being able to partici- 
pate in the revival of intcr-univer- 
slly debating which has been ab- 
sent from college activities during 
the past few years. 

The first spealcer for the affirma- 
tive was George Annett, captain of 
the McGill team, who outlined five 
points in support of his views. He 
pointed out the fine example set 
by former colonists In farming, 
which would be the main occupa- 
tion of future immigrants. He also 
maintained that the influx would 
create new markets for Canadian 
industry. "We must supply the Im- 
migrant with advice and financial 
aid, for money spent on immigra- 
tion returns tenfold like bread cast 
upon the waters." In giving an 
example he spoke of the Sudeten-

MacDonald, 
Mahabir Win 
Ât Toronto 



Toronto, Ont., November 26. — 
(Special to the Daily) — With a 
close house decision of 110-106 the 
McGill debating team of Winston 
Mahabir and Jack MaeOonald de- 
feated their opponents Allan Brown 
and Flora Moffat of Toronto last 
night in Convocation Hall here. 

Debating the same resolution — 
"Resolved that this house favor 
unrestricted European Immigration 
to Canada for the next ten years, 
the Toronto team upheld the af- 
firmative. Allan Brown opened the 
debate citing the follies of isola- 
tionism and showed that coopera- 
tion among nations is essential 

First speaker for the negative 
Winston Mahabir pointed out the 
fact that Canada Is not greatly un- 
derpopulated, and that labor is not 
badly needed as mechanization dis- 
penses with a good part of farm 
labor. 

Flora Moffat countered with the 
statement - that -Immigration ■ tends 
to prevent, depression and unem 
ployment. Canada, she continued, 
has the same climate soil and to- 
pography as Russia which supports 
a tremendous population. 

Jack MacDonald of McGill 
brought in the military part of the 
debate in mentioning the effect of 
immigration on 70,000 Canadian 
veterans trying to reestablish them- 
selves. 

The Toronto end of the debate 
was judged In a manner entirely 
different from that at Moyse Hall. 
In Varsity the audience acted in 
the capacity of Judges while here 
three promlnci* citizens handed 
down the decision.

Her encyclopedia work 
will be In the field of English 
literature.

Dawson Petition Meets No Reply; 
Boulais Buses Continue Operations 



St. Johns, November 26.— (Special 
to The Dally)-The Dawson Stu- 
dents' Council has announced to- 
day the developments of several 
current Issues, the petUion signed 
by 429 students regarding conditions 
at Dawson, the Boulals-P.T.C. con- 
troversy over exclusive bus service, 
and recreational facilities here. 

President Clayton Thompson has 
reported the progress of the peti- 
tion signed by 429 students as being 
very slow. He said that the Stu- 
dente' Council, on advice from the 
vlce-prlncipal,forwarded the petition 
to Mr. Bentley, the McGiU Bursar, 
and the reply received no account 
of actual costs at Dawson College 
as requested, nor any promise of 
any posible compensation. "As this 
reply is unsatisfactory to the Daw- 
son Student Body, the matter will 
not be dropped," the president said. 

The text of the petition is as fol- 
lows: "The reasons for submitting 
the following petition arc: First for 
$45.00 per month, the standatxi of 
Uving, as compared with »i.n other 
residences, is eortremtly low; sec- 



ond, as a large proportion of the 
students go into Montreal for the 
week-end It Is* considered to be 
unfair for the studente to be ex- 
pected to pay for their meals dur- 
ing their absence." 

In a statement given by the 
Council Transportation Committee, 
it is reported that the Boulais con- 
cern has won a civil suit contested 
by the Provincial Transport Com- 
pany, whereby the local company 
can continue to operate buses car- 
rying students between Montreal 
and St. Johns. The Boulais fleet of 
an estimated six buses will still 
operate every day, leaving, the 
Dawson gates at 4:30 ipijn.;^' and 
every 10 minutes between 12 noon 
and 12:40 p.m. on Saturdays. 

Movies at Dawson Collcfic have 
been curtailed Indefinitely, as the 
contract between Mason and Mason 
Company and the Council was ter- 
niinated. Thompson said this is due 
to the contractor's high operating 
costs in relation to the nightly re- 
ceipts; the 3S-cent admission fee ac- 
Conttnued on i>as« four.

Saskatoon, Sask., Nov. 26.— (CUP) 
—At a mass meeting of the Stu- 
dents' Representative Council and 
the student body of the Univer- 
sity of Saskatchewan, the follow- 
ing resolution was passed regard- 
ing Japanese-Canadian citizens: 

Whereas Canada has just suc- 
cessfully completed her part in a 
world war against fascism; 

And whereas the present policy 
of the Canadian Government as re- 
gards Japanese-Canadian citizens 
tends strongly toward racial pre- 
judice and the suppression of min- 
orities, which are two basic tenets 
of the philosophy of fascism; 

Therefore the StudenU' Repre- 
sentative Council of the University 
of Saskatchewan, with the approval 
of tbe.8tudent;body„of,that;Univerr. 



slty, resolves that urgent represn- 
talion be made to the Canadian 
Government to the effect that no 
further action be taken on Bill 15, 
Clause 9, Section 3, respecting ex- 
pulsion of Japanese-Canadians 
from Canada, until ample .time has 
been allowed for complete review 
of the case, and fuller expression 
nf Canadian public opinion. 

Copies of this resolution have 
been wired to the Prime Minister, 
the Minister of Labor, the Leader 
of the Oppositlon,*and M. J. Cold- 
well, leader of the C.C.F. party. 

The Students' -Union of the Uni- 
versity of Saskatchewan stated that 
it strongly urges all other Cana 
dian Universities to take similar 
andilnunedlateiactlpn. > .

The restaurant round the comer usually finds itself elected to play 
host to hordes of hungry students who in return save a large slice of 
well-buttered affection for Mac's or Pete's or Leo's or Mel's. Students 
at. Mount Allison say that "practically any time you 'feel there ought 
to be something going on, you can usually track it down to Mel's— Mel, 
himself. Is a tradition. He is always keeping an eye on things but he's 
everybody's pal ... a great guy. He lends an ear to any problem from 
ice cream for a prom, to buses for the football game in Frcdericton." 

The college meeting place at St. Francis Xavier University in Anti- 
gonish is reported to be a combination soda-fountain, confectionery 
store and magazine rack. "It Is small but Leo's in late afternoon greets 
more people than any other spot in town. Leo's Is the meeting place 
of students living on and off the campus and has by its 'beyooUfuI' 
milk-shakes tempted many a would-be scientist to cut a lab short." 

The campus rendezvous is uniformly small and overcrowded, but 
the eds and co-eds seem to like it that way and college spirit flourishes 
despite the fact that six crowd Into booths meant for four. ''Bpomers", 
favorite restaurant of University of Western Ontario,' is a case in vplni. 

"Boomers, one of the oldest restaurants in the city, is divided into 
two sections: a long counter at . the front usually lined up three deep 
with drooling students, and a dim smoky back room lined with tables 
and more students. . . . Tables meant for two support six cokes, and 
six-man tables manage to cràwd in twelve students. It has been a 
tradition to 'Meet mc at Boomers' for as long as anyone at Western can 
remember." 

The Queen's crowd experiences the same housing-shortage, where 
twenty-five are usually crowded into the Campus Coffee Shop Intended 
to seat fourteen. A similar complaint comes from Acadia University 
where the overflow from Pete's goes to the home of a Wolfville lady 
who feeds the hungry Acadians hamburgers, hot dogs, toast and coffee. 

Favorite orders include milk shakes at Boomers, University of West- 
ern Ontario, chocolate cake a la mode at Queen's University, and coffee 
and tea-cakes at Bell's, University of Saskatchewan. Wherever they 
are, students are hungry. 

Feeding the students is, nevertheless, a secondary function for 
restaurants as versatile as the campus variety. The Grill Room at the 
University of McGill boasts a ruling prohibiting bridge playing between 
12 and 2.30 "so that thé hordes which pour in for lunch do. not have to 
sit on top of the piano or on the benches In the hallway." 

The five campus canteens on the Manitoba campus are. centres for 
the gang.

Queen's Fines 
Student Body 

Faculties to Pay 
For Damage Done 
At McGill, Varsity 

Kingston. Nov. 26. — (CUP) — 
Queen's University, through the 
Alma Mater Society, has ruled that 
the entire student body be held 
responsible for damages caused to 
other campuses during recent rug- 
by weekends. Each faculty has 
been asked* to contribute toward 
the over-all assessment of $500. 

No individuals will be incrimi 
natcd in connection with either 
the McGill or the Toronto inci 
dent, since several of the culprits 
have not been apprehended. 

In a court statement drawn up 
by thé A.M.S., five points were 
offered. First, that since those not 
connected with the university look 
upon the students not as indivi- 
duals, but as one Integrated group. 
It became their concern to reg 
ulate their actions accordingly. 

The second point raised was 
that the student body as a whole 
was opposed to any destruction or 
defacement of property, and that 
the tradition of defacing the prop 
erty of rival universities must be 
eradicated. 

Most of the offenders, stated the 
third point, have been identified, 
but some major offenders still re 
main unknown. Therefore it being 
unfair to punish only a fraction 
of the culprits, no individuals will 
be prosecuted. 

The fourth and fifth points in 
the statement said that the student 
body as a whole must accept the 
major responsibility, and the fine 
of $500 arc to be levied upon the 
faculties of Arts, Science, and Medi- 
cine in proportion to their rcgistra 
lion. 

Commenting editorially the 
Queen's Journal commended the 
"courageous and firm" action by 
the court and pointed out that 
the blanket levy was the most de- 
mocratic way of securing the funds.

Last night a meeting of the stu- 
dent section of the C.A.Sc.W. was 
addressed by the nuclear physicist. 
Dr. Kowarskl. The meeting was at- 
tended by 150 students and the 
topic was "Physical Aspects of 
Atomic Energy". 

Dr. Kowarskl gave an introduc- 
tion to the theory of nuclear struc- 
ture, showing how the middle 19th 
Century definition of the atom tied 
in with more modem theory of 

nuclear structure. The source of 
atomic power, explained Dr. Kow- 
arskl, was the fission of the uranium 
atom brought about by the capture 
of a neutron. From the point of 
view of the release of large quan- 
tities of energy, unfortunately, only 
the capture of neutrons by U-235 
and fast neutrons by U-238 result 
in fission, and the Isotope U-235 is 
isolated only with difficulty. The 
production of plutonium however 
has simplified the fission of the 
atom and considerably lowered the 
expenses involved. 

During the question period which 
followed. Dr. Kowarskl stated that 
all elements can be made radio- 
active, and though some questions 
had to go unanswered in the in- 
terest of technical secrecy, a great 
number of uncertainties in the 
minds of those present were re- 
moved.

And Canada, per- 
haps the world's most self-conscious nation, 
must avoid entangling itself in hesitant cmbar- 
assmont when called upon to offer mature, ac- 
ceptable deeds of welcome to 800,000 returning 
sons and daughter.?. 

"Give a man a horse he can ride," said the 
old song— but Canada has facing her an impos- 
ing problem of redLstribiition, for the men who 
have sidelined themselves from the economic 
steeplediase at home are now far behind, and 
the hurdles must be lowered and llie nour.se 
shortened if they are to catch up to their erst- 
while competitors. Not only must many of them 
be provided with frcsli mnuiit.s, but some must 
also be taught again to ride in competition. 
More difficult still, the necessary teaching must 
be done with tact and understanding, for these 
men are now adults who cannot be treated as 
truants who have neglected their homework. 

Al this ,on the other hand— and it is well 
to speak candidly of these things, because the 
veteran deserves an open and forthright recep- 
tion, without diplomatie rigmarole — must come 
about not so mucli through the simple altruism 
of giving the veteran a "square deal," but rather 
in the' mutual agreement thai he is Canada's 
future no less than he is her regrettable but 
distinguished past. The Canada of today must 
make the veteran an integral part of the Can- 
ada of tomorrow, and must make it fully worth 
his while to be so. .\nd of all the conferences at 
which this adjustment may be achieved, the 
NFCUS has perhaps the best opportunity of a|l, 
beoBUse now tho delegates will to a great extent 
be talking about themselves.

THE WRITER AS AN ARTIST 

It has been drilled into us that wrltine must 
have a purpose, that it is downright shameful to 
write anything that docs not have a moral purpose. 
The most admirable type of writing, we were told, 
was the kind that showed up social ills, and sug- 
gested remedies. That has a great deal of truth in 
it, but it should not be accepted as a final standard. 

While wc were being taught the above dogma, 
we were al^o made to read poets like Keats, poets 
and writers who took the creation of beauty as Ihelr 
sole aim, who strung words together without many 
ideas or social aims. We did not understand Keats; 
we thought him an "escapist." which was bad. Now 
we have changed our mind. • 

Boauly can bo the iinal aim of wrltltiii; and the 
writing win be none the worse for it. A piece of 
prose or poetry .need not be patterned on an edi> 
torial; a novel need not be a textbook In disguise. 
Art for the sake of Art Is is good an aim as any. 

This does not mean that the social novels are not 
excellent, and that we need a great many of them, 
to give to posterity a picture of our times. The 
problem-discovering-and-soiving literature is also 
necessary, and if well written can be a thing of 
beauty as well as of utility. 

Yet It Is refreshing, once in a while, to find a 
novel, or a story or a poem, that preaches no doc- 
trine, expounds no problem, solves nothing, a piece 
of writing that merely shows the things that are 
beautiful, or else the few, simple Uiings that arc' 
eternal. 

There Is beauty in "absolutes," In things that we 
know, that everyone has always known and felt 
And then there Is the passing beauty, caught by tho 
pen with the vividness of painting and music to. 
gcthcr. In a sense all true beauty is an "absolute"; 
In that lies Its appeal. 

Art for the sake of Art concentrates on beauty 
of writing as well. Nol only does the book or poem 
describe beauty, but the very description becomes a 
lovely thing in Itself. Wc would like to sec a piece 
of writing with that aim. For Uio Writer is distinct 
from the Editor, from the Professor and Politician. 
A Writer must create Art, and Art Is Beauty,

Two years ago a group of students from both 
McGill and the University of Montreal got to- 
gether with the hopes of building up a club in 
which undergraduates from both universities 
could get together and be better acquainted. 
They formed the Inter-Unlversity Club with the 
purpose of fostering good relations between the 
two student bodies. 

Last year there were several meetings which 
drew great response, and accordingly this year 
the club Intends to increase its activities, among 
which are planned Inter-departmental meetings 
whereby students from corresponding faculties 
will discuss the different methods of education 
in the two universities. 

Already all McGill students have been Invited 
to attend the concerts and plays at the Univer- 
sity of Montreal, and the movies held every 
Saturday night there at 8 p.m. 

As well as the promotion of good will be- 
tween the English and French-speaking people 
of Canada it is expected that contacts made in 
this club will prove helpful in vocational life. 

The constitution was drawn up last year and 
the club was given the full support of the Stu- 
dents' Executive Council. Meetings were held 
alternately at McGill and the University of 
Montreal, and included meetings ot.J^i^lOJLto 
200 students attending, and discusslng'^matlcrs of 
national unity. 

The club expects to develop into a i>otcnt 
force in the moulding of Canadian unity, which 
It believes is the responsibility of the univer- 
sities of Canada to encourage and develop.

Years ago there was little doubt 
in anyone's mind but that smoking 
ruined an athlete's chances to be- 
come a top flight performer. How- 
ever, since then much confusion has 
arisen. 

The facts in the matter are real- 
ly quite simple. Smoking does have 
a harmful effect on the heart, and 
because the heart pumps the blood 

which carries oxygen to muscles 
and nerves, a smoker Is likely to 
be' short winded. 

ALDERSIIOT TEST 
This was well shown in the now 
famous Aldershot experiment At 
Aldershot, England, physical train- 
ing instructors arc trained for the 
British Army. Here all students 
have for many years been required 
to participate in a three-mile cross- 
country run shortly before gradua- 
tion. Mr. -Kennedy of the faculty 
kept careful records for several 
years of all the runners and of their 
smoking habits. During this time 
a total of 1,037 men competed" in 
20 runs. Finishing in the, first 10 
places there were three times as 
many non-smokers as heavy smok- 
ers. In the last 10 places it was 
reversed. Here there were three 
times as many heavy smokers as 
non-smokers. Moderate smokers, 
those who smoked fewer than 20 
cigarets a day, did just a little bet- 
ter than the heavy smokers who 
consumed a pack or more daily. 

In the sprint events the smokers 
did as well as non-smokers. This 
is what 'one: would expect, because 
sprint^^eyehts do not last long 



enough to be a real test of the 
heart. 

In another study. Dr. Curcton of 
the University of Illinois found that 
smoking slowed up swimmers. He 
timed 271 men In the 100 yt/ds 
Bwim. The non-smokers averaged 
18 per cent, better time than the 
smokers. There was not a single 
smoker in Japan's crack swimming 
team in the 1036 Olympics. Many 
of our best athletes do not smoke 
and wise coaches still urge their 
athletes not to smoke. 

The question, is often asked if 
smoking stunts growth. Tht answer 

Is "yes" and "no." "Yes," if you 
mean the ability to put on weight. 
''No," it you mean growing in 
height.

What else does smoking do to a 
fellow?— It does several things. 
It irritatcsc the throat and lung

Saskatchewan and the Peace River 
district, and turned a wilderness 
into profitable farmland with the 
help of the Canadian government. 

SEES FALLING BIRTH RATE 

Annctt proposed that the govern 
ment turn over surplus war equip 
ment, such as bulldozers, to the im 
migrants and so enable them to cut 
out new farms. He quoted Dr. Will 
Durant In saying that a rising birth 
rate is indicative of a rising civil- 
ization, and a study of statistics 
show that the Canadian birth rate 
Is falling. "Let It be to Canada's 
everlasting glory that she provided 
a sanctuary to the homeless ot the 
Old World." 

Ttie first Varsity speaker was 
Shirley MacQuecn, who immédiat 
cly upheld what she termed the 
sober Toronto point of view in 
regard to immigration. She eon 
tended that the standard of living 
in the world could be raised by 
financial assistance and careful im- 
migration plans. "History shows 
that the immigrant comes from 
countries undergoing political and 
religious oppression. The area 
where the situation is prevalent 
today Is south-eastern Europe, 
whose people are most unfitted for 
Canadian economy and society as a 
whole". Saying that Canadian 
agriculture and industry could not 
absorb unrestricted immigration, 
she told of how the war had left 
the country with a surplus of skill 
cd workers, and a great proportion 
of Canada is ice-bound and un 
suitable for cultivation. 

The cultural benefits derived 
from the endorsement of unrestict 
ed immigration were outlined by 
John Rowe ot McGlH. He pointed 
out that the Slavs had brought 
with them the ancient culture of 
Kiev and Prague and the Scandi' 
navians, with their appreciation of 
democracy had also advanced Can- 
adian culture. He further stated 
that Immigration would improve 
international relations, children 
would learn to appreciate the 
cultures of both the Old and New 
Worlds. "Immigration will bring 
youth and productive capacity, the 
hope and confidence needed to 
transforms Canada into a living 
passionate nation." 

The final speaker of the evening 
was Telford Georges, who opened 
by saying that the time was not 
ripe for immigration, as Europe is 
now seething with psycologlcal un' 
balance, and Canada would receive 
political undesirables and radicals. 
"Immigrants come from countries 
where racial prejudices are high 
and bring feelings of hatred with 
them. Also Canada has always had 
a delicate racial relationships." Ho 
maintained that from the sociologi- 
cal point of view, mass immigra- 
tion would be unfavorable, as the

passages, causing cigaret cough. 

In some people it dims vision. 
This happens because the nicotine 
causes the blood vessels ot the op- 
tic nerve and retina to constrict. 
Consequently the seeing mechanism 
may not get enough blood to func- 
tion properly. 

Smoking catises many people to 
lose nerve and muscle steadiness. 
This combination of poorer vision 
and less steadiness no doubt inter- 
feres in all work requiring absolute 
precision of eye and hand. 

There Is also good reason to be- 
lieve that many smokers die earlier 
than they need to. Mind you, not 
all of thciti. The figures run like 
this. Between ages 30 and 60 there 
are about 37 per cent, more deaths 
among smokers than among non- 
smokers. This means the heavy 
smoker aged 30 has only two 
chances out of five of living to age 
60. The non-smoker' has three 
chances out ot five ot reaching age 
60. 

NO HARM TO YOUNGSTERS 
There is one very common false 
notion about smoking, namely, that 

it harms young people more than 
older ones. Many a father be- 
seeches his son to lay off until he 
Is 21, thinking that he will thereby

Cancer Death Rates 
Show Definite Decline 

Ottawa, Ont., November 26.— The 
outlook for the control of cancer 
mortality Is definitely promising, 
report the statisticians of the Met- 
ropolitan Life Insurance Company, 
after surveying the facts for the 
Company's Industrial policyholders 
with regard to specific sites, or 
locations, of the disease. 

"Altogether, the recent trends in 
cancer morality are encouraging,' 
say the statisticians, and real gains 
are seemingly being made. Further 
progress, probably, will be achieved 
by advances In medical and surgi- 
cal treatment and through dis- 
coveries In scientific research. But 
even in the present state ot knowl 
edge and medical practice, many 
thousands of lives could be saved 
annually by earlier diagnosis and 
treatment. Cancer control is a 
major knowledge not only to the 
medical profession but to the lay 
public as well." 

"The age-adjustcd death rate 
from cancer of the skin has been 
declining for about 25 years," they 
continued, "during which period 
the mortality from White policy- 
holders has been cut in half."

Duplessis Favors 
Changes in Âct 

Professional Identity 
Of Civil Engfiners 
Should Be Emphasized 



Premier Maurice Duplessis, In an 
address to the Quebec Corporation 
of Professional Engineers, stated 
that he was in favor ot changing 
the Civil Engineers' Act to the Pro- 
fessional Engineers' Act. He also 
said that the act ought to be amend- 
ed so as to emphasize their pro- 
fessional Identity, providing th«| 
requests made were fair. 

The president of the corporation, 
P. E. Poltras, said that In this prov- 
ince economics and industrial re- 
lations subjects had been added to 
the curricula of the engineering 
schools. While there was strong op- 
position against considering en- 
gineers with other general cm« 
ployes on the matter ot collective 
bargaining, Mr, Poltras said the en. 
glnecrs were In favor of collective 
bargaining If It was done by an 
organization of engineers for en- 
gineers, because they desired to 
conserve thçlr professional IdentityV- 
as distinct from other employes In' 
the same Industry. While the lega^ 
status of the professional engineer 
was recognized throughout Canada 
and the United States, actually he 
did not consider that due recogni- 
tion was given to the profession, 
and for that reason changes in. the 
law were being sought.
